Shri Hoshiar Singh . Constable , was posted as a Security 
Guard with the Minister of Transport and Railways. On 
the 24th January , 1967, Dr. Ram Subhag Singh and his party 
visited some villages in Buxer Parliamentary Constituency in 
connection with election campaign . In village Began , about 
40 persons held a black flag denonstration and tried to stop 
the entry of the party into the village. When the Minister 
and his party insisted on entering the village , the crowd 
became violent and started pelting stones and other missiles 
at the Minister s car. Some of the miscreants even tried to 
set firo to the car , Shri Hoshiar Singh who was also travelling 
in the car immediately got out and scuffled with the crowd 
without caring for his personal safety . He was bit by the 
stones and missiles , but he succeeded in preventing the mob 
from setting the car on fire . He ultimately fell unconscious 
om the ground and sustained injuries to his head and a 
fracture in one of his legs . 

Shri Hoshiar Singh thus sbowed great courage and pre 
sence of mind in the discharge of his duties .

On the evening of the 20th March, 1968, information was 
received that the combined gangs of dacoits Chhoto Singh 
and Sheobaran Singh were in Kariria village of Morena 
District. A Police forco consisting of officers of tho Special 
Armed Force and the District Constabulary was rushed to 
the village . On reaching there , the police party found that 
all cxcept threc members of the gangs had ascaped . The 
remaining threc dacoits wore in a house in the village , 
Twelve policemen were deployed to approach the hido-out. 
The dacoits did not surrender inspite of warnings, Tiles 
were removed from the roof and hand - grenades wero lobbe 
into tho house , but these had no effect as the dacoits moved 
from one room to another, 

At this stage, Sarvashri Babu Singh , Kanhaiyalal and Bal 
Bahadur volunteered to go into the house and deal with the 
dacoits there . The three policen en went from one room to 
another and ultimately found thg dacoits in a small room on 
one side of the house . The dacoits suddenly opened fire on 
them at close range and the policemen engaged them in a 
fierce gun fight. Shri Babu Singh killed one of the dacoits 
with his T . M . C . but was shot down by the remaining two. 
Then Shri Kanhaiyalal took up the T . M . C . and saved it from 
falling into the hands of the dacoits . Though badly injured , 
Babu Singh exhorted his men to kecp up the fight. Shri 
Kanhaiyalal killed the second dacoit but the third dacoit shot 
him in tho head . A desparato fight then ensued between the 
third dacoit and Shri Bal Bahadur who was also badly 
injured . Shri Dal Bahadur continued fighting and ultimately 
killed the third dacoit. 
___ In this incident , all three Police Officers, namely , Shri Babu 
Singh . Shri Kanhaiyalal and Shri Bal Bahadur displayed 
conspicuous gallantry and outstanding devotion to duty .

No. 3 / 30 /68 -HMT. - Section 82 ( 4 ) of the Punjab Reorga

No. 8 / 32 / 68 - CS ( 11 ) , The rules for a competitive exami 
mination to be held by tho Union Public Service Commission 
in June, 1969, for selection of ( 1 ) Released Emergency 
Commissioned Ofliceis / Short Service Commissioned Officers , 
who were commissioned in the Armed Forces after 1st 
November, 1962; and ( 2 ) Ex-Servicemen , for the purpose of 
filling temporary vacancies reserved for them in the Services / 
roste covered by Category I and Category II , respectively, as 
follows aro published for general information , 

CATEGORY I 
Claus II Services/ posts 

( i) Central Secretariat Stenographers Service - Grade 
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Note 1, - For the purpose of these Rules, “ release " 
means : 

( i ) actual release according to a phased programme in
